Dear Mothers: 
The hot weather brings ad- 
ded difficulty in the care of the 


babies. The other children are 
at home and it is such a temp- 
tation for them to give baby 
something he should not have 


to eat. You may know from 


have babys stomach and bowels 


this, and we can by careful 
feeding and protection from 
flies, we would have so many 
fewer deaths before the first 
birth day is reach, 

I hope you are nursing your 
baby at regular intervals, for 
this will help more than any 
other one thing to keep him 
well. Babies have very  deli- 
cate stomachs, and they are 
very likely to get upset, espec- 
ially during hot weather, 

We lost a great many babies 
last summer in Coffee County 
from diarrhea and other 
stomach troubles that might 
have been avoided with great- 
er care. If flies can be kept 
away from the baby and from 
its food, much will be done to 
secure its health. 

I hope you have had your 
baby’s birth registered. It 
is of the utmost importance and 
you cannot tell of how much 
value this may be in later years 
Parents should make sure that 
this protection of fundamental 
rights is assured to every child 
born to them. Do not lose the 
birth certificate but keep it 
carefully until the baby is 
grown up. 

If you will send me_ your 
name and address, I will be 
glad to mail you some pahph- 
lets which will be of interest to 
you, and perhaps suggest some 
things you can do to keep the 
baby well and make your own 
work lighter, 

If there is any time during 
the summer that lean be of 
help to you, by letter or visit, I 
would appreciate your calling 
upon me.
